CTOBER 22, 1754, was founda

manthip The head was crowned with 
ivy, the body all over hairy, and the 
thighs covered with a drapery. 

From the fame fpot were taken out, 
November 29, three little boys of bronze, 
of a good manner. Two of thefe are 

oung fawns, having the horns and ears 
of agoat. They have likewife filver eyes, 
and each of them the goat-fkin on his 
fhoulder, wherein they anciently put 
wine, and thro” which here the warer if- 
fued. The third boy is alfo of bronze, 
has filver eyes, is of the fame fize with 
the two former, and in a ftanding pofture 
like them, but is not a fawn. On one

Cxfar wept at reading the exploits of 
Alexander, becaufe he, had then done’ 
nothing to wy cunKee his name; his great 
mind, tho” fraught with every amiable 
virtue, yet being corrupted with the fame 
fatal thirft of fame, prompted him to 
fubdue his country, and to ruin that 
commonwealth, of which his vaft abili- 
ties in war and peace enabled’ him te 
have been the ornament and defender, 
But had Alexander and Czfar placed 
their happinefs in virtue, and not in 
fame, what bleffings might they have 
conferred on their countries, and what 
noble examples had they left for future 
princes to foliow ! Some excufe may ine 
deed be admitted for their deviation from 
reafon and virtue, becavfe the notions of 
heathens, with regard to a future ftate, 
were fo dark and imperfe&t, that the ac- 
quifition of fame was looked upon as a 
{ure means of admittance to the elyfian 
manfions.

It is finely obferved by fome of the 
great mafters of ancient wifdom, that 
virtue redounds more to our true glory, 
than fame, hecaufe it is owing to odr- 
felves alone ; whereas In the acquifition 
of fame, the conqeeror of nations, and 
the commander cf armies, is affifted by 
others who claim a thare of the renown 
of his exploits. Befides, it is more difh- 
cult to conquer ourfelves by fubduing our 
paffions, than, by the help of multitudes 
and the concorrence of fortune to con- 
quer others ; if virtue then is more diffi- 
cult to be attained rhan fame, it is con- 
fequently more glorious, ft often hap- C 
pens, that fame is no fooner acquired, 
than it is loft again ; whereas nothing 
can deprive us of our virtue,” Thus 
Charles of Sweden loft his glory at Pul- 
towa, altho’ no defeat could have robbed 
Peter the Great of his famie, becaufe he 
did not deiive it from his military ex- 
ploits, but from his God-like lahours, 
for rendering his people happy. He that D 
obtains fame at the expence of virtue, 
muft furely Gnd his enjoyment émbitréred 
with remorfe ; he muft réfleét, that he 
has been the author of innumerable mur- 
ders and miferies, in wading thro” boman 
blood, before he could reach the fummie 
of his ambition; If heroes then have any 
biamanity,. they muft furely be foiry for F 
their conquelis, and blufh at fame: But 
every vittory over our paffions produces 
trus fatiofaction, and every approach to- 
wards virtue is attended wath entreaGng 
happinefS. , Fame is not only uncertain 
and precarious, but tranfitory ; new can- 
didates arife in every age, and obliterate 
the memofy of their predeceffors: Burt Fr 
virtue is always. the fame, always flou- 
rithing, and always lafting. Fame adds 
nathing to the happinefs of life, but, on 
the other Tiand, Gls the world with cala- 
mity, and corrupts our miads, by giving 
2 wronhg turo to thofe patfions, which 
might be of fervice in the caule of vir- 
tue; it produces thofe beings whom the 
world calls heroes and politicians, But G 
whom reafon teaches us to regard as vil- 
Jains and madmen.

The expence he is at, this 
voyage, for fupporting the honour of | his 
ftation, for the cultivating an harmony 
and’ good underftanding with the king’s 
regiment, with the company’s troops, and 
with the gentlemen of the feveral fa€tories, 
amounts fo high, that, without fome un- 
forefeen ftroke, he muft, in pocket, be 
poorer for the command ; indeed he is 
rich in the efteem of mankind; the offi- 
cers Of his majefty’s regiment love and 
honour him, the company’s people of all 
forts admire his difinterefted generofity, 
and with him every good.

its fyitem and privileges without offering 
any prejudice to either religion, to con 
clude with his majefty, the king of Prufig 
the afore-mentioned treaty, which, how.

Time will clearly thew how little it wa 
the intereft of the emprefs-queen to enter 
into a near alliance with a foreign powe, 
who for upwards of two centuries, hati 
ravaged the principal provinces of 
empire, often made war on the archdval 
houfe ; and who hath always endeavouret, 

E as it fwited her views, to excite diftst 
and ‘differences among the princes 2 
ftates that compofe the Germanick bo¢y: 

Thefe are things, which tho’ fufficien!} 
known, require to be fet in the clea 
light, in order ro remove the falfe noticth 
that may have been entertained, &¢.'

And in cafe any of the forementioned 
perfans thal! negie& to obey this order, 
they muft blame themfelves if they be 
compelied by military execution to fur- 
nith the quota of fubfiftence at which they 
are taxed. As to-the reft, we affure all 
in general, and each in particular, 

of his majefty’s royal prote@ion. Given 
at Leipfic this agth day of Auguft, 1756." 

And notice having been given the fame 
evening to the deputies of the corporation 
of merchants, that-they were to pay all 
taxes and cuftoms only to the order of 
his Pruffian majefty, the deputies waited 
on prince Ferdinand of Brunfwick next 
morning at eleven o'clock, who received 
them very politely, repeated to them, that 
from that day all contributions were to 
be paid to the king of Pruffia and not to 
his Polifk majefty ; and affured them, 
that they might depend on his friendthip, 
ion, and care tomaintain good or~ 
der. The fame day that prince took pof- 
feffion of the Cuftom-houfe and Excife- 
office; and ordered the magazines of 
corn and meal to be opened for the ufe of 
his troops. 

The king of Poland had probably no- 
tice, or a fufpicion of what his Pruffian 
majefty intended ; for he had juft before 
ordered all the troops of his eleétorate to 
leave their quarters, and to affémble in a 
ftrong camp marked out for them between 
Pirna and Konigftein, where -they have 
fince intrenched themfélves, and have 
been provided with ammunition, artillery, 
#-:. as if they intended to defend their 
camp, for which the king of Poland him- 
felf, with his two fons prince Xaverius 
and prince Charles, fet out on the 3d Inft. 
but the reft of the royal family remained 
at Drefden, where they have been moft 
politely treated by the king of Proffia, 
who arrived with his army on the 8th, 
and took poffeffion of chat capital. 

Upon his Pruffian majefty’s arrival at 
Drefden, he was waited on by the lord 
Stormont, our minifter at that court, and 
by count Salmour, the Saxon minifter, 
whom he rectived very gracioufly, and 
after hearing what they had to propofe, 
he told them, “ That it gave him ‘great 
pleafure to find the king of Poland's fen- 
timents conformable to his declarations ; 
thar the neutrality he was defirous to ob- 
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ferve was precifely what he require 
him ; but that, in order i siete ae 
neutrality more certain and invari 

it was proper that his Polith Majefty 
thould feparate his army, by ordering the 
troops he had affembied at Pirna to return 
to their former quarters: Which fep 
would carry with it a conviction of 
abfolute neutrality which could admit ¢ 
no equivocation ; and that from thence. 
forward he would chearfully manifeft his 
fincere difpofitien to give his Polith m. 
jefty real marks of his friendthip, an 
concert with him thofe meafures whic 
the circumftances of times would rend 
neceffary.”” 7% 

His Polith majefty’s anfwer is not ye 
known ; but it is probable he muft com. 
ply ; for the accounts from Leipfic of the 
14th fay, “ We hear that his Prutian 
majefty hath pofted his army in fuch ; 
manner that no provifions or forage ca 
be carried into the Saxon camp at Pirna; 
that the vanguard of the army has feized 
the paffes that lead to the circles of Satzer 
and Leutmeritz in Bohemia ; and thi 
prince Ferdinand of Brunfwick hath 
marched a body of troops along the Elbe ? 
to take poft at Leutmeritz. It is ah 
faid, that befides the troops affembled x ti 
Gratz, there are two armies in Upper and 
Lower Silefia, which have taken poffefion HBR m 
of the paffes that communicate with th 
circles of Buntzlaw and Koningfgratz: 
So that by the wife meafures the king of 
Pruffia has taken, he both covers his ows 
dominions, and hath it in his power to 
make his enemy’s country the feat of war." 

The laft accounts from Berlin fay, tht 
his Pruffian majefty has ordered his m- 
nifier at Vienna to leave that court ; an 
private letters by the la& Dutch mail 2é¢, 
that he has actually declared war.
